The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of 
records (Degnan et al) disclose an alkylation of aromatic such as benzene with an olefin such as 
propylene to produce cumene in the presence of a MCM-56 catalyst (the abstract; col. 10, lines 
38-45). Degnan discloses that the catalyst may contain phosphorus and its benefits (col. 14, lines 
7-11). Degnan is silent as the applicants' claimed amount of phosphorus contained in the catalyst 
(0.05 to 0.5 wt%) except in example 15 which discloses a catalyst containing 2.2 wt% of 



so 
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phosphoms (see the entire patent to Degnan). One having ordinary skill in the art who studies the 
teaching of Degnan and examples 5-9 and table 3 of the specification of this application must 
recognize that applicants of this application are the firsts who discover the benefit of using a 
catalyst having 0.05 to 0.5 wt% of phosphorus as called for in claim 1 .
